A RESOLUTION IN REGARDS TO INSTALLING UPDATED SIGNAGE AND 12 

IDENTIFYING AND ESTABLISHING PARKING SPACES NEAR COASTAL 13 

RESOURCES MANAGEMENT COUNCIL RIGHTS-OF-WAY 14

  Resolved that,  16 

 17 

 WHEREAS, the health, safety and welfare of the citizens of the City of Warwick are 18 

matters of paramount importance to the City Council; and  19 

 20 

 WHEREAS, traffic surveys were conducted regarding water access near Coastal Resources 21 

Management Council (CRMC) rights of way (ROW) in Ward 1 and Ward 7 by Officer Nicholas 22 

DiNardo, Ward 4 by Officer Jacob Elderkin, Ward 5 by Officer Thomas Greene, Ward 6 by Officer 23 

Albert Marano, Jr., and Ward 9 by Officer David Boardman, which recommended the installation 24 

of marked parking signs be installed at certain locations, and not at others; and 25 

 26 

 WHEREAS, the City Council, by virtue of the authority of Chapter 76, Article IV, Section 27 

76-192(f) of the Code of Ordinances of the City of Warwick, upon the recommendation of the 28 

Police Department via a traffic study, may designate the location of not to exceed two (2) parking 29 

spaces in close proximity to CRMC ROW; and 30 

 31 

 WHEREAS, the City Council, by virtue of the authority of Chapter 76, Article 1, Section 32 

76-13 of the Code of Ordinances of the City of Warwick, may determine that certain traffic signs 33 

are required for the protection of the public safety; and 34 

 35 

 WHEREAS, the City Council desires that signs be installed to identify and establish 36 

parking spaces near CRMC ROW as recommended by the aforementioned traffic studies.  37 

 38 

 NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Director of Public Works is hereby 39 

directed to install signage: 40 

 41 

 At J-32 Pawtuxet Village to create two marked parking spaces on the south side of 42 

Peck Lane near ROW. 43 

 At J-23 Gaspee to create two marked parking spaces on the east side of Butler Court 44 

near ROW.  45 

 At J-19 Shawomet Ave to create two marked parking spaces near the ROW that are 46 



 

 

distinguishable from the “truck and trailer parking only” signs that exist near the 1 

boat ramp. 2 

 At J-21 Bellman Ave to create two marked parking spaces to be striped side by side 3 

facing the water near the ROW. 4 

 At J-36 Priscilla Avenue / Burnett Road to create one marked parking space on the 5 

southern side of Priscilla Avenue close to the boat ramp. 6 

 At J-28 Narragansett Bay Avenue to create two marked parking spaces at the end 7 

of the roadway along the northern side near the ROW, and to identify the “Right of 8 

Way Public Water Access”. 9 

 At J-26 Tiffany Avenue to create two side-by-side marked parking spaces near the 10 

ROW in front of 473 Tiffany Avenue. 11 

 At J-13 Waterfront Drive to identify the “Right of Way Public Water Access”. 12 

 At J-14/33 Lilac Street at Sayles Avenue to identify the “Right of Way Public Water 13 

Access”. 14 

 At J-15 Progress Street at West View Street to identify the “Right of Way Public 15 

Water Access”. 16 

 At J-17 Burnett Road #2 at Brinton Avenue to identify the “Right of Way Public 17 

Water Access”, and to re-install a “No Parking This Side” sign to the recently 18 

replaced Utility Pole #3 which is already supported by City Ordinance. 19 

 At J-18 Burnett Road #3 at Chapin Road to install an additional “No Parking This 20 

Side” to Utility Pole #1 which is already supported by City Ordinance. 21 

 At J-10 Coburn Street / Sheffield Street to create two marked parking spaces back 22 

to back on the north (even numbered) side of Coburn Street, going towards the 23 

intersection of Sheffield Street. 24 

 At J-12 Crown Street / North Shore Street to create two marked parking spaces 25 

back to back on the eastbound side of Crown Street before it narrows. 26 

 At J-30 Ship Street / Wheeler Street to create two marked parking spaces back to 27 

back on the west (odd numbered) side of Wheeler Street going towards the 28 

intersection. 29 

 At J-31 Suburban Parkway to create two marked parking spaces on the west side 30 

of the road near the ROW. 31 

 At J-9 Nausauket to create two marked parking spaces in the area of 35 Sylvia 32 

Drive. 33 

 At J-24 Nausauket to create two marked parking spaces near ROW with “Parking 34 

Allowed” signage. 35 

 At J-3 Charlotte Drive / Sidney Avenue to create one marked parking space in 36 

between 87 and 99 Charlotte Drive. 37 

 At J-4 Charlotte Drive / Hale Avenue to create two marked parking spaces in front 38 

of 111 Charlotte Drive in between 105 and 117 Charlotte Drive. 39 

 At J-5 Charlotte Drive / Collins Avenue to create two marked parking spaces in 40 

front of 19 Collins Avenue near the corner of Charlotte Drive.  41 

 At J-6 Charlotte Drive / Hopkins Avenue to create one marked parking space 42 

between 187 and 201 Charlotte Avenue.  43
